W0EDS OF CAUTION. 


The average Californian is credited with 
one “ weakness.” 
lie is charged with 
being so enamored of his State, its climate 
and its resources, that in the enthusiasm 
of the hospitality for which he is noted, 
he is apt to lie led into too greatly glowing 
recitals of the advantages, beauties and 
glories of the State. Ho is, we must all 
confess, prone to present tlie bright side 
and to impress his host just as favorably as 
lie can. Nor van he lie held blameworthy for 
this; but the disposition to proselyte ought 
not obscure our vision to the fact that we 
will gain a great deal more of confidence 
from our guest if we frankly present the 
facts on lmth sides to him 
We ought to 
make no concealments regarding Califor- 
1 
nia. 
There is so much to be said 
for 
iier, 
and 
so little against )icri 
th a t we can, with perfect trust, repose upon 
the recital of the truth. Californians have 
the reputation at the East, we say, of 
drawing “ the long bow.” 
It results from 
the fact that those unacquainted with the 
State will not lielieve the simple truth 
concerning it, for it appears marvelous to 
them, and the story of its wonders is as a 
fairy tale in their cars. 
It is true that 
Californians are given to painting the 
picture of California in a very strong light, 
and with few shadows, and it is true, also, 
that the State has in consequence taken 
no little harm. Just now we are prepar­ 
ing to entertain some ten or fifteen thou­ 
sand Eastern people. In the broadest pos­ 
sible sense they are our guests. They 
come to see and to hear, their ears will he 
ready to our recitals, and courtesy will 
stop their lips against the utterance of 
nnv protests or any doubts of our immacu­ 
late truth telling. There is, therefore, the 
very ‘-trongost reasons possible to lie con- 
reived why we should not “ glow” too 
much ahout the State. Let these strangers see, 
let them listen, hut as we recite let us pro­ 
duce the proofs. 
While we paint the scene 
brilliantly and strrong, let us not omit the 
shading. 
We will thus inspire trust and 
invito reliance upon our assertions. We 
van, by discreet lip service to California, 
do her heartfelt benefit, while, by the in­ 
discretion of the tongue, we may do iier 
much harm. 
A distinguished citizen of 
the State tells with unction of the low es­ 
timate in which he found he was held at 
the East a few years ago because lie liad, 
at a banquet given in his honor as a Cali­ 
fornian, told only half the truth regarding 
California. 
Even that, he says, was dis­ 
credited. and it went about, much to his 
chagrin, that the truthful days of bis early 
manhood had been succeeded by the exag­ 
geration of the mature years of the pro­ 
verbial Californian. So it is that we can do 
the State infinite measure of ill if we are 
not cautious, in “ giving information,” to 
avoid even the seeming of exaggeration. 


THE CHARGES AGAINST THE JUSTICES. 


By informal, at least insufficient com­ 
plaint, the Senate and Assembly have been 
put upon inquiry as to whether two Jus­ 
tices of the Supreme Court are physically 
incapacitated from further service upon 
the bench. The Constitution of the State 
provides that when the Legislature is as­ 
sembled in extraordinary session it shall 
legislate only upon the matters specified in 
the call. The proclamation of the Gov­ 
ernor in reference to the Judiciary does 
not contemplate removal of J ustives under 
such charges. The constitutional provision 
for the removal of Judges other than by 
the method of impeachment, requires a 
concurrent resolution to be adopted by 
two-thirds vote of each house, after a trial, 
on notice to the accused, and opportunity 
given to lie heard. 
It is the burden of opinion that this is 
not legislation, inasmuch as it does not 
demand the requisites of a bill or require 
the concurrence of the Executive. The 
only remaining question of authority is, 
whether matter not “ legislation” m aybe 
considered and acted upon by the extra 
session, though not specified in the call- 
It would appear, in present lights, that 
this is to lie answered in the affirmative. 
Assuming this to be a well grounded point, 
then the charges laid yesterday against 
two of the J ustices of the Supreme Court 
for physical incompetency may lie consid­ 
ered and acted ujion by the Legislature 
now in session, to ascertain if there is 
cause for a proper complaint. 
No just 
comment can be made upon the merits of 
the charges until the answer of the Jus­ 
tices is filed, and the issue fairly joined. If 
the occasion is seized upon for the purpose 
of displacing a portion of the Court with 
a view of rcbukingthat body for its decision 
in the late irrigation case, or—irrespective 
of the wisdom of the decision—indirectly 
securing the reversal of the decree, it is no 
more defensible than the original proposi­ 
tion to reorganize the Court for the same 
purpose, which has been abandoned be­ 
cause of the protest of the people. 
< >ne ot 
the Justices charged concurred in and one 
dissented from the judgment in the case 
referred to. The removal of the two 
would create vacancies that might be so 
filled as to insure the reversal. 
If that is 
the purpose, then its indirection should 
not shield it from condemnation. That 
which may he right in itself may still 
merit disapproval if made the pretext for 
accomplishing indirectly that which it is 
admitted is improper by direct assault. 
There is no need for other comment than 
this at this time. 


CALIFORNIA 
LEGISLATURE, 


SURPLUS WATERS. 


There is a good deal of talk in and out 
of the legislature about using the “sur­ 
plus waters” of navigable streams for irri­ 
gation. 
Confined to its strict meaning, 
there can be no objection to this, and we 
have said that they might well Ik- so used 
without objection. 
But it must never lie 
lost sight of tiiat the Federal Government, 
and no other authority, is the judge of 
what water may be diverted without dan­ 
ger to navigation. 
Now, any checking of 
the current of a stream lessens its carrying 
and its scouring capacity, and on these two 
depend the integrity of its navigable chan­ 
nels. 
It follows, also, that any starving of 
the stream’s tributaries that will lessen the 
capacity of the river to clear its channels 
tends to impair navigation, and thus in­ 
vades the compact made with the Federal 
Government by the “Act of Admission,” 
th at the navigable streams shall remain 
free highways for the people. 
Unfortu­ 
nately there is no navigable river in the 
vallev regions of California that is not 
more or less burdened with artificially de­ 
posited matter, requiring even more than 
the effect' of the river for its clearance 
This matter has been so deposited by the 
reckless neglect of the State and the Fed­ 
eral Governments. 
The surest way to its 
clearance would be a complete system of 
leveeing, by which the full volume of the 
waters of the rivers would be driven 
to do duty against the matter and pro­ 
ject it into the hays below, a plan people 
who esteem harbor integrity of value view 
with apprehension. 
Hut while the ques­ 
tion of river cleaning methods is at issue, 
■and the subject of preventing the descent 
o f fresh deposits is being neglected, there 
does during winter and spring go through 
the demoralized banks of the rivers a vast 
quantity of water which certainly is sur­ 
plus, and the use and storage of any part of 
this for irrigation is not likely to be ever 
áhe subject of objection. 
So, too, it may be 
determined by engineering examination 
th at the tributaries of navigable streams 
may be deprived at times of part of their 
volume without injury to the main streams, 
and, indeed, this is already done in the 
Sierras on a large scale. 
All these facts 
and factors must be kept in view' by any 
wisdom that is exercised in the direction 
of settling the irrigation question. 


S en a t o r 
St a n fo r d ’s views on the 
current issues before the Legislature, as 
reported by a dispatch elsewhere, are pro­ 
nounced. 
It will be seen that he reflects 
the growing sentiment in favor not only of 
State control, hut State ownershipof water, 
but under such regulations that for the 
cost of condemning rights by the State for 
purposes of irrigation, the State shall 
recover back—on easy terms, of course— 
from the people who- avail of the water 
thus taken bv the State.

EXTRA SESSION—SEVENTH DAY. 


SEN A TE. 


Thursday, July Í9 .1SSG. 
The Senate met at 11 a. m , President Daggett 
in the chair. Roll called, and quorum present. 
Prayer by thg Chaplain. Journal oí preceding 
day read and approved. 
PROPOSED LMIIT TO LEGISLATION. 
Boone offered the following concurrent reso­ 
lution, which was referred to the Committee on 
Irrigation and Water R ghts : 
Whereas, We as a body arc aware of the great 
necessity, in a large portion of this .State, for a 
just and equitable system of irrigation that will 
equably distribute the waters of the State so 
that the dry and unwatered sections shall be 
supplied with a proper share thereof for agri­ 
cultural and other beneficial purposes: and 
whereas, it is apparent to the members of this 
legislative body that any extended legislation 
enacted at the present time on the subject of 
irrigation would be likely to result in the com­ 
m ittal of the State to a policy that might result 
in great injury to large public and private in­ 
terests ; therefore, be it 
Resolved, That it is the sense* of this Lcgirla- 
ture that the best interests of the State will be 
subserved by lim iting the action of this extra 
session to the *ubmia>iou to the people ot the 
State of a constitutional ameudment permitting 
special legislation in relation to water rights 
and irrigation matters, and that the plans and 
details for inaugurating and carrying out such 
irri-iation system or systems be left to the people 
and to subsequent legislative action. 
MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 
Lynch, from the Committee on Attaches and 
Contingent Expenses, reported back a number 
of resolutions allowing j>er diem to certain at­ 
taches for the two days preceding the 24tht 
which were adopted. 
I iTaylor, from the Committee on Irrigation and 
Water Rights, reported back Senate Bill No. 1. 
with the recommendation that the author (Del 
Valle) be allowed to withdraw the same. So 
ordered. 
Del Valle then withdrew the bill and Intro­ 
duced a substitute therefor. (Published yester­ 
day in these columns.] 
Assembly Bill No. 1, making appropriation for 
the expenses of the session, was read the third 
time and passed. 
Del Valle offered a concurrent resolution fa­ 
voring the bill now be ¿ore Congress providing 
for the e-tablishm eat of a United States Court 
for the Southern District of California. Adopted. 


AGAINST SUPREME JUSTICES. 
Baldwin presented charges, on behalf of David 
S. Terry, reciting that Supreme Justices Morri­ 
son and Sharpstein are incapacitated—from 
physical and m ental infirmities—for the dis-, 
charge of their duties on the Supreme bench 
and offered a resolution providing for the ap­ 
pointment of a committee of five to investigate 
the subject aud report upon the same. Referred 
to the Judiciary Committee. 
On motion of Days, adjourned until 11 a. m. 
on Friday. 


ASSEMBLY. 


The Assembly met at 10 a. m.. Speaker Parks 
in tlie Chair, uud a quorum present. 
Goucher of Tuolmne introduced a bill pro­ 
posing an amendment to the Constitution rela­ 
to the public waters oí the State. 
Walrath, Chairman of the Committee on Irri­ 
gation, reported back Assembly bill No. 1, an 
Act to repeal Section 1422 of the Civil Code, and 
recommended its passage. 
Mr. Morris yesterday morning arose, aud, ad­ 
dressing the Chair, offered the following: 
W h e r e a s , It has been charged by tliccom- 
plaint of I). S. Terry, a citizen of this State, 
that R. F. Morrison. Chief Justice of the Su­ 
preme Court, and John R. Sharpstein, Justice, 
have, since their election to their office, become 
permanently incompetent by reason oí both 
physical and mental infirmity to discharge the 
duties of their office; therefore 
Resolved. That a committee of seven be ap­ 
pointed by the Speaker to investigate said 
charges, and that a copy thereoi be furnished 
said R. F. Morrison, Chief Justice of the Su­ 
preme Court of the State of California, and 
John R. Sharpstein. Justice of said Court. 
The reading of the resolution caused a little 
astonishment, for it was generally supposed that 
allpurpose of removing the Judges died when 
the Davis bill was so completely smothered in 
the room of the Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments. 
Speaker Parks handed the Clerk a copy of the 
Constitution, mid directed him to read a portion 
relative to the subject under discussion, as fol­ 
lows : 
“ Justices of the Supreme Court and Judges of 
the Superior Courts may be removed by concur 
rent resolution of both houses of the’ Legisla­ 
ture. adopted by a two-thirds vote of each house. 
All other judicial officers, except Justices of the 
Peace, may be removed by the Senate on recom­ 
mendation of the Governor, but no removal 
shall be made by vir.uc of this section unless 
the cause thereof be entered on the journal, nor 
unless the party complaiiy'd of has been served 
with a copy of the complaint against him, and 
shall have had an opportunity of being heard in 
his defense. On the question of removal, the 
ayes and noes shall be entered upon the jour­ 
nal.” 
Yule of Trinity said he believed in the House 
being consistent in its action, therefore ho 
moved to lay it on the table. Lost—21 ayes, 43 
noes. 
Lovell moved to indefinitely postpone action, 
which was also lost—14 ayes. 52 noes. 
The resolution was then adopted by a viva voce 
vote. 
The Speaker named the committee as follows: 
Morris. McJunkin, Gregory, Ashe. McGlashan, 
Henry and Davis. 
BUNCOMBE RESOLUTION. 
The following resolution was introduced sev­ 
eral days ago, ana ordered printed for the use 
of the members. It was before tho House once 
or twice and finaily made a special order. 
It 
was introduced by Mr. McJuuken: 
W hereas. The veterans of tho war of the 
Union are to have a grand reunion during the 
first week oí August next, at which time thou­ 
sands of the heroes who fought with Generals 
Grant and Sherman during the dark days of 
1861 and 1865 will visit this State from other 
States and Territories; and whereas, there are 
thousands of veterans who are residents of this 
.State aud engaged in active business, most of 
them as laborers, so that they are unable to con­ 
trol their time; therefore, be it 
Resolved, by the Assembly, the Senate concur 
ring, That the Governor be and he i> hereby re­ 
quested to declare the third aud fourth days of 
August, 1886, legal holidays. 
The members called for its reading several 
time*, until the Secretary became s<> familiar 
with it that he could repeat ic “ without notes ” 
Loud said the introducer of that loud-sound­ 
ing resolution reminded him of the loyalty of 
the late Artemus Waid. lie said the war was 
wrong, it must be put down, and he would see 
that it was put down if he sacrificed all of his 
wife’s relations in the attempt. San Francisco 
was going to have a little side show on the 3d 
and 4th of next month. No other portion of the 
State would in any way. even in the remotest 
degree, be affected thereby. Yet this resolution 
asks to hive the school-houscs and banks 
throughout the State closed for two days next 
week. He thought the resolution should be 
voted down. 
Lovell said he had a telegram from the San 
Francisco Committee of Arrangements, and 
they d?d not desire such action, lie opposed 
the resolution. 
May said he thought it was a reflection upon 
tho Governor. Leave the m atter to aim. He 
knows a holiday when he sees it. 
McJunkin— He didn’t appear to catch on to 
the extra session until he was petitioned. 
Wonder it lie would have ever “seen it" if out­ 
side pressure had not been brought to bear ? 
The resolution was defeated almost unani­ 
mously. 
Homey offered a resolution setting forth that 
the Assembly upholds the Governor in calling 
the extra session wirh the object that there 
might be legislation on the irrigation question. 
Davis wanted included, “and legislation on 
the reorganization oí the Supreme Court.” 
Henley opposed the amendment, and Yule 
moved to lay the resolution on the table. This 
was done by an almost unanimous vote. 
Walrath offered a substitute for Assembly Bill 
No. 2. relative to the repeal of ejection 1122 oí the 
Civil Code, as follows : 
An Act to amend Section 1422 of an Act en­ 
titled an Act to establish a Civil Code, approved 
March 21,1872. relative to water rights. 
Section 1. Section 14.2 of an Act entitled an 
Act to establish a Civil Code, approved March 
21. 1872, is hereby am ended so as to read as fol­ 
lows : 
Section 1422. Nothing in the foregoing sec­ 
tions shall in any m anner be coustrued to in­ 
terfere with u proprietor’s natural right, which 
shall be construed to Ihj water for family and 
domestic purposes, for the purposes of watering 
live, stock and water for irrigation purposes to 
such an extent as shall have been appropriated 
and used up to the time of the passage of the 
Act. 
At 11 a. m. the House adjourned. 


COMM ITTK S 
V- K K TINGS. 


DEBATE ON T H E TER B Y CHARGES. 
Immediately upon adjournm ent of the Senate 
yesterday, the Judiciary Committee of that body 
met for the purpose of considering the m atter oí 
appointing a committee to investigate the 
charges, or complaint, made by David S. Terry 
against Supreme Justices Morrison and Sharp­ 
stein. 
Mr. Terry addressed the committee briefly on 
the subject. He thought the Supreme Court 
“ should not be made a hospital lor invalids.-’ 
On the contrary, the Court should be composed 
of men sound in mind and body. He claimed 
that the Constitution had provided a means for 
meeting just such cases as this, in which of­ 
ficials might bo removed from office without im­ 
peachment. 
Both Chief Justice Morrison and 
Associate Justice Sharpstein had become incom­ 
petent to perform the duties of their ofliees, and 
should be removed in order that men of sounder 
constitutions might be placed on the bench. 
Mr. Boone was not satisfied that the Senate 
had power to proceed in the premises. He 
cited Section 18 of the Legislative Department 
of the Constitution, under which he claimed it 
would be necessary to show sufficient cause 
(misdemeanor) for the Impeachment of certain 
officers, including Justices of the Supreme 
Court. He did not think the Legislature could 
go beyond the powers delegated by the provis­ 
ions or the fundamental law us laid down aud 
specified in the chapter devoted to th»* Legis­ 
lative Department. The section qu*’ed by the 
author ol’ the complaint merely spec fied the 
method of procedure, but granted no further 
powers. He did not think the Constitution nor 
the people ever contemplated the removal of 
high officials for any other causes than wrong- i 
ful acts on their part. 
Mr. Reddy held that when the Constitution ¡ 
was adopted. Section 10 was the result of debate } 
upon the subject of removals from office because i 
of incompctency—to cover cases in which no 
pun shmeut nor disgrace was intended. 
Mr. Johnson of Souoma thought one section ap- 
Ílied to one cause and the other to another, 
he only duty of the committee was to report 
back whether or not an investigating committee 
should be appointed. This committee has noth­ 
ing to do with the merits of the complaint on 
file. Section 10 was undoubtedly inserted in 
the Constitution for some purpose* There would 
be no committal of the committee in reporting 
back the resolution providing for an iuquiry. 
That could not be done until the evidence was 
in and action taken thereon. 
Mr. McClure held to a similar view. It would 
be the duty ol the investigating committee to 
prestnt evidence in the case and formulate a 


complaint, if they should ft el justified in so do­ 
ing. 
The complaint filed by Judge Terry is 
merely preliminary, while the final hearing of 
the m atter must be upon such charges as the 
investigating committee might prepare. 
Mr. Boone presented a dem urer to tho com­ 
plaint. allogiug that it did not state fasts suf­ 
ficient upon which to base action. 
Mr. Kellogg hoped the dem urrer would l>e 
withdrawn, us he believed the only duly of the 
Judiciary Committee was to report upon the ad­ 
visability. or necessity, of having au investi­ 
gating committee appointed. 
Mr. Boone held that the complaint was insuf­ 
ficient to warrant the appointment of the pro­ 
posed committee. Before taking cognizance oí 
the comnlaint, he thought the parties on the 
other side should have a chance to be heard. 
Mr. Baldwin thought a dem urrer was wholly 
out of plaec before the committee. The com­ 
plaint merely alleged the incompetency of two 
Justices of the Supreme Court, under the pro­ 
visions of the Constitution. In order to get the 
sense of the committee he moved to strike out 
the demurrer. 
. 
Mr. McClure argued that all the committee 
should do was to appoint the committee asked 
lor, and let that committee—alter due inquiry— 
report something upon which the Senate might 
take action one way or the other. 
When a 
member oí the Senate asks for investigation of 
charges against any public officer, the proper 
thing to do is to treat that request with the 
courtesy it deserves, and let the proposed in­ 
vestigation determine whether or not there be 
anything in the charges. He cited a similar 
ease in Congress, in which this was the proced­ 
ure, and the investigating committee found that 
the charges were based on malice, and the 
House dropped the matter. Even though the 
Assembly were to vote to oust a public officer, 
it would still be the duty ol the Senate to in­ 
quire into the m atter for itself. He would 
recommend an am endm ent to the resolution 
providing simply that the Senate appoint a 
committee to inquire* into the m atter of certain 
charges. A dem urrer is out of place unless 
this committee had itself formulated a com ­ 
plaint. 
Mr. Boone defended his position at some 
length, and a runuing debate ensued upon the 
subject of the propriety of entertaining a de­ 
m urrer at that stage of the proceedings. Boone 
concluded by agreeing with McClure’s proposi­ 
tion to report the mutter back and ask for the 
appointment of a committee to investigate and 
formulate a complaint, if the facts should so 
warrant. 
Mr. Del Valle held that the Senate is the judge 
of what should be sufficient cause for action. 
The duty of the Judiciary Committee is not to 
present a complaint, but to advise investigation 
by a committee appointed for that purpose. 
The m atfer was quite fully debated by Boone, 
Spencer, Del Valle. McClure. Kellogg and others. 
Mr. It Yone offered a substitute to the original 
resolution that the m atter be reported back to 
the Senate with a recommendation that a com­ 
mittee of investigation be appointed ; and 
should the committee become satisfied that the 
facts justified action on the part of the Senate, 
it should formulate a complaint and serve 
notice upon the Justices to appear and answer 
thereto. 
Mr. Reddy argued that the first thing neces­ 
sary is the filing of a complaint, and then the 
service of notice upon the accused. A man can­ 
not be half tried and then served with notice to 
appear. He did not consider the resolution 
offered by Senator Baldwin as a sufficient com­ 
plaint upon which this committee might pro­ 
ceed at all. 
Mr. Kellogg held that the charges filed on 
behalf of D. S. Terry did constitute a complaint, 
and that the proper procedure was plain and 
unmistakable. It was simply to recommend 
the appointment of the proposed committee. 
Mr. McClure offered an amendment to Boone’s 
substitute resolution, providing for a committee 
of nine Senators to investigate the charges 
brought to the notice of the Senate by Senator 
Baldwin against two Justices of thu Suprcnc 
Court, and that the committee report whether, 
in its opiuion, the charges have sufficient foun­ 
dation to warrant any further action (or what 
course of action) on the part of the Senate : the 
committee to have power to send for persons 
and papers. 
Mr. Boone opposed the amendment, on the 
ground that it provided for an actual trial by 
the committee. He thought the preliminary 
investigating committee should not go so far, 
but sim ply' to ascertain 
whether^ sufficient 
ground existed for any such investigation, by 
conference with the party making the charge*| 
Mr Spencer thought the Constitution did not 
recognize the right of any man to introduce an 
idle resolution in cither branch of the Legisla­ 
ture and thereby precipitate the trial of Judges 
of Courts for removal from office. No such 
action was contemplated without the filing of a 
formal aud sworn complaint in each case. 
When some citizen of st ending should present 
to the Senate sworn charges against a high 
State official, then only would the Senate be 
justified la taking action in the matter. The 
Senate has the right to require that the com­ 
plaint now on file shall be verified by the oath 
of its author. In his opinion, the Constitution 
had not been complied with—that no complaint, 
as contemplated, hud been filed. 
Mr. McClure agreed that the f0 Called com­ 
plaint is not sufficient, aud for one he would be 
willing to throw it out. But this m atter has 
been precipitated, and its moral effects are al­ 
ready spreading among the people. I f the mat­ 
ter were dismissed at this time, some one cle-e 
will come beiore the Senate with a whole 
string oí charges of like character, and finally 
some sort of investigation will be entered upon. 
He did not propose, for himself, to place it in the 
bauds of any single individual to have an in­ 
vestigation again>t Justices of the highest Court 
in the State on trumped up or assumed charges 
of crime or incompetency. 
He wanted the 
Senate itself to take and retain control of this 
matter, aud by a committee of its own members 
determine whether or not there are sufficient 
grounds for a trial. It has already gone abroad, 
and is whispered on the public highways 
and 
on 
the 
strett 
corners, 
that these 
Justices 
ure 
to be turned out 
of offi-e 
by a mere resoluti n of each bouse. He should 
not fail to raise his voice against so monstrous 
a proposition. Mr. McClure spoke at consider­ 
able length, and with much warmth and elo­ 
quence against what he believed to be an inva­ 
sion of the rights of public servants holding 
high and imiHirUnt position* of trust. 
Mr. Johnson ol Sonoma argued in favor of a 
preliminary investigating committee to de­ 
termine whether or not the charges are suffi­ 
cient to warrant au investigation. 
At 4 o'clock i*, m. further consideration of the 
m atter was continued until Friday at 10 a. m. 


COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 
The Assembly Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments met at 2 i*. M.t a quorum present. 
Davis’ substitute lor his bill reorganizing the 
Supreme Court was read aud ordered printed for 
the use of the committee. The substitute was 
printed in full in Tuesday’s Record-Union. 
Weaver moved that bills relative to the judi­ 
ciary be referred to a committee of three, with 
instructions to report a bill upon that subject 
and present it at the next meeting. Carried. 
The Chair appointed as such committee Wea­ 
ver, Hazard and Britt. 
Assembly Constitutional Amendment No. 2, 
introduced by Mr. Yu’c, was next taken up and 
am euded so as to read as follows : 
An Act to propose to the people of the State 
an amendment to the Constitution of the state 
of California, relative to water aud water right.*. 
The Legislature of the State of California, at 
its session commencing on the 25th day of July, 
1836, two-thirds of all the members elected to 
each of the two houses of the said Legislature 
voting in favor thereof, hereby proposes that 
Article XIV. of the Constitution of thv 
?í 
California be amended by adding the following 
new section at the end thereof: 
Section 3. The water Of every natural innaviga­ 
ble stream, w ithin the State of California, is the 
property of the State, and is hereby dedicated to 
the public for the use ol the people of the State, 
and is subject to appropriation, diversion, and 
use for Irrigation, mining, manufacturing and 
other beneficial purposes; and the right to divert

Property-owncrs in the vicinity of Twen­ 
tieth and 0 streets were present, and asked 
th at an alarm-box be placed at Tw entieth 
and O streets, which is in the m idst of a 
thickly settled district. The nearest box 
as they are now distributed is at Seven­ 
teenth and O streets. T he m atter was re­ 
ferred to Commissioner Grlffitts and Chief 
Engineer Sullivan, with power to act.

SERIOUS CHAROES.

when speaking to his Forem an, on the 
evening of the Fourth of July, concerning 
the chief officer of the departm ent. W hen 
the Forem an told him to get his orders 
from the Chief, Ilowe replied, as I am in­ 
formed, that he “ recognized no d —d Chief 
Engineer: that he got his orders from his 
Forem an." 


CHARGES NOT SO SERIOUS. 
In connection w ith the Rowe m atter it 
seems to have 
been 
necessary to file 
charges against another m em ber of the 
D epartm ent, Jam es H . Moore, Divested 
o f its verbiage, the charge reads as fol­ 
lows : 
■ He threw a peach at Mr. Thomas

tim bers of the old shipyard and m arine 
ways, established in early days som ewhere 
near the head of Second street, and whicu, 
along ia the ’50s. was abandoned because 
of the river bed filling in, and a new loca­ 
tion selected where the ways now are, on 
th e Yolo side of the river.

A m erican-Jiver ways that the side-wheel 
steam er L rilda. which was brought around 
the horn in sections, was set up and 
launched in 1851, the ship on which she 
cam e being able, the water being deep, to 
sail into the Am erican to the shipyard. 
A bout the sam e tim e the steam er Co­ 
m anche was being built on the Yolo side 
of the river, about opposite the m outh of 
the American.

W hen the current was made, the 
whole of the little anim als fell into a wrig­ 
gling motion, which so-n ceased. 
But all 
the larva-, without exception, iiad taken up 
one position, in which the head was turned 
to ;he anode and the tail to the cathode. 
The anim als remained in this position till 
the current was again broken, when they 
again fell into the wriggling motion, but 
now less violently. 
Repeated experiments 
proved that the living anim als showed a 
decided polarity, placing themselves along 
the stream iines of a current w ith their 
heads all in onedirecth.n, this direction b-- 
it'ig reversed when thecurr nt was n e trscd. 
An explanation of this interesting phe­ 
nomenon lias not hitherto been given.

W ashington. July 28lb.—Senator Stan­ 
ford holds positive views in regard to the 
calling of the extra session. 
H e has ex- 
{ 
iressed liia opinion and yiven his advice to 
lis friends in California by wire, blit as yet 
his views have not been given to the pub­ 
lic. To-day to the Chronicle correspondent 
he went over tiie whole m atter. 
H e looks 
at the question from two standpoints. First, 
in regard to the welfare of the State, and 
second, in regard to the welfare of the Re­ 
publican party. As to irrigation, lie says 
the prosperity of the State demands that 
some plan be adopted to use the waters of 
the rivers to fructify the sandy wastes of 
the valleys; but lie is opposed to the idea 
that prior appropriators shall have the bet­ 
ter title, or any title to the waters of the 
streams. 
H e thinks that the extra session 
should go no furllier than to appoint a 
commission to investigate the water sys­ 
tems of tiie State, and divide the laud that 
m ust he irrigated into districts. 
He favors 
the idea that the State should condemn the 
property lights of the riparian holders and 
pay them whatever on m3 go is done by di­ 
verting the waters from the channels. The 
ownership of the water should then be 
vested in the State, and tiie irrigated dis­ 
tricts that get the beneiit of the water 
should pay the cost imposed by the whole 
system. 
He thinks the plan to give the 
prior appropriators ihe better title to the 
water of the stream s one ol the greatest 
ou'rages lie ever heard of. 
The second standpoint from which he 
views the whole subject is that in regard to 
the welfare of the Republican parly. He 
thinks that the Republicans should do noth­ 
ing that would hurt the unity < r integrity 
of llie organization. 
H e hopes that the 
party will not split into factions on these 
questions. 
He is of the opinion that the 
party would be greatly strengthened if it 
faced the question calm ly and adopted 
nieasurps that would settle the irrigation 
question justly and fairly. 
As to the efiort to reorganize tiie Supreme 
Court of the State, he cannot find words to 
express his opposition to a measure that 
would destroy the independence of that 
body. 
H e is opposed to the plan of elect­ 
ing Judges pledged to give certain kinds of 
opinions in eases that are tó come before 
them .
